LIBRARIES 


HAVING GENEALOGICAL DEPARTMENTS 
OR COLLECTIONS 


NOTE 

It should be remembered that the province of a library is to provide books and 
a place where people may read them. For some time libraries generally made an 
effort to answer simple questions dealing with genealogy.and local history, but 
the steadily increasing demand has made it impossible to continue the practice. 
To do so would make it necessary to increase the staff or to lay aside regular 
work. 

The most that a library should be expected to do is to indicate sources of 
information. The Federation therefore suggests that if you cannot undertake 
research work yourself, you should employ a professional genealogist, rather 
than ask assistance from a library. 

Unless otherwise stated libraries are closed Sunday.
